Release Of Former 
WAC Officer In

The supreme court today refused 
release of WAC Captain Kathleen 
Nash Durant, who was convicted 
by a military court at Frankfurt, 
Germany, of taking part in the 
theft of the Hesse crown jewels. 


Mrs. Durant was accused of par- 


tlcipatlng in the $1,500,000 theft 
while she managed an army billet 
in Kronberg Castle. Her attorney 
asked the supreme court to release 
her through a writ of habeas cor 
pus.
